prolonged debate the senate yesterday 
passed the ship subsidy bill, the final 
vote on 
the m easure being 42 to 21. 


Senators 
Allison 
and 
Dolliver 
of 
Iowa, Spooner and Quarles of W iscon­ 
sin, and Proctor 
and 
Dillingham 
of 
Vermont, 
republicans, voted 
against 
final passage of the bill, and 
Senator 
McLaurln of South Carolina voted for 
it. 
Some am endm ents to the bill were 
adopted, but they were all agreeable to 
those in charge of 
the measure, the 
friends of the bill voting down all oth­ 
er amendments. 
With the exception of 
amendments 
offered by Mr. Allison and 
accepted 
by Mr. Frye, limiting the time of the 
operation of contracts made under the 
provisions of the bill to July I, 1920. 
and providing that the amount of the 
expenditure under the mail 
subsidy 
paragraph shall not at any time exceed 
$8,000,000 annually, none of the amend­ 
ments 
agreed to materially affected 
the bill as it was reported 
from the 
commerce committee. 
The voting upon am endm ents began 
at three o’clock and such a flood of 
them was offered 'hat a final vote on 
the bill, as amended, was not reac hed 
until just before six o’clock. 
The title of th^ bill passed by the 
senate is "To provide for ocean mail 
service between the United States and 
foreign ports, and the common defence; 
to promote commerce and to encourage 
the deep sea fisheries.”

banquet of the Friendly Suns of 
St. 
Patrick in New York City laat 
even­ 
ing. and responded to tho toast, "I lie 
Day We Celebrate." 
He spoke of the day as bringing be­ 
fore 
the people 
a c i m e t e r and 
an 
event, both 
religious. 
The character, 
St. Patrick, aud the event, the religious 
change of Ireland from Paganism to 
Christianity. 
The day suggested 
a 
priesthood and an apostolate, the birth 
of the Irish race to the Christian la in 
through the Christian priest, and 
the 
apostolic 
mission 
which 
the 
peopu 
assumed to the world. 
“Loyalty to religion and loyalty to 
nationhood are twin sentiments 'n til** 
Irish heart, and can never be sep arat­ 
ed. For I LOO years the Irish have gone 
through the world singing of 
llethle- 
hem, and C alvary and the R esurrec­ 
tion. 
The 
Irish have ever been the 
champions of the highest type of c a t h ­ 
olicity, being developed into the ascet­ 
icism which has always characterized 
the race, especially during tile golden 
age of Ireland. 
“The purity of womanhood and m e 
chastity of manhood have m ade the 
Irish home Hie consistent advocate of 
domestic virtues. 
Their love for the 
priesthood has astonished the world, 
which is ignorant of 
the trials and 
persecutions when the 
priest 
alone 
stood faithfully by the people.** 
Bishop Conaty spoke of the mission­ 
ary character of the Irish, and dwelt 
upon the story of the exodus of 
the 
monks, who traversed Europe, estab­ 
lishing schools and 
monasteries, and 
said th a t second only to this was the 
exodus of the soldiers who. in the con­ 
tinental armies, fought the battle of 
religion against the nations in rebel­ 
lion wth the church. 
This missionary 
spirit has never been absent from the 
people, and is seen today in the n u m ­ 
ber of vocations which have made it 
possible for the church to do tile work 
of Clod in the new countries. H e spoke 
of th s debt which America owed to the 
Irish priesthood. 
“In all their wanderings tile Irish 
exile has been true to the cross and 
the shamrock, true to the church and 
to Erin. In spite of persecution, which 
has not been exceeded in the history of 
any civilized nation, the Irish still re­ 
m ain possessing 
the great traits of 
their 
great 
race. 
The Cromwellian 
code, the penal enactm ents of 
Eliza­ 
beth and William, led the English gov­ 
ernm ent to flatter themselves that the 
Irish were nearly annihilated. 
“In the ships of 
their 
oppressors, 
and with the language of their oppress­ 
ors upon their Ups. they have gone all 
over the world, bringing the message 
of the children of God through religion 
and preserving in their hearts an un­ 
dying loyalty to their motherland and 
an unceasing protest against their op­ 
pressors. 
‘'They have sown the seed of a world 
protest against the merciless rule 
of 
England. 
"Our motherland has been depopu­ 
lated but the world has been benefited. 
H oper and glory and power have come 
to 
the Irish 
exile. 
His heart ever 
turns to his native land, and especial­ 
ly on 
days like 
this, 
when 
religion 
prompts him to gratitude for all that 
Erin m eans to him. 
“Our hearts 
go out In loving sym ­ 
pathy to the 
people at home, and our 
best energies are pledged to aid them 
in 
the battle for their rights. Though 
at times the 
struggle seems hopeless, 
yet the Irish heart never loses courage, 
for It still loves to think of Erin free, 
and hopes and prays for th at result. 
“The underlying principle in all the 
recent movements for Ireland has been 
to root the Irish people in the soil, to 
relieve 
the desert parts that arc con­ 
gested and place the people upon 
tile 
lands now used for the raising of ca t­ 
tle. W ithout a living Interest in 
tile 
land that gave them birth, it will be 
Impossible to retain the few now liv­ 
ing 
in Ireland. T. W. Russell s con­ 
version to the compulsory purchase of 
the land Is an evidence of the rising 
tide tow ard the bettering of the land 
conditions. 
“Loyalty In unity should Vie our m ot­ 
to. Unite 
to conquer. 
The 
people 
are roused to .a new battle; 
our duty 
is to aid 
them. 
For several years 
there have been 
serious divisions in 
Ireland, while here in America there 
was 
unity. Now 
Ireland 
is united 
we must 
not divide. 
Differences 
of 
opinions should 
sink before the 
in­ 
terests of 
the cause. 
Our duty as 
Americans is to ald the movement of 
the people of Ireland, not dictate the 
movement to them. 
“In Ireland’s helpless condition the 
only effective 
good th at seems within 
our reach is by union in what has been 


called constitutional agitation. 
By It 
the land laws have been changed, the 
arrearages 
blotted 
out, 
the county 
councils established, anti a home rule 
bill rrade the platform 
of the liberal 
party. 
"That grouter results did not follow 
was due In l a r g e measure to the divi­ 
sions 
am ong th** Irish, at home 
and 
abroad. 
Her enemies 
know how 
to 
create divisions, and thee know better 
still how 
to use divisions against 
the 
Interests of Ireland. 
“ Apathy, indifference and 
especially 
opposition 
to the present 
movement, 
will be made to do service against all 
Irish demands. In God’s name, and 
for Erin, let us rally again, to show to 
the world that th** children of Ireland 
throughout th** world are one with the 
people at 
home; th at th** race is still 
proud to call itself 
One in name 
And one in fame, 
The sea-divided Gael."

ing, and responded to tho toast, "The 
Day We Celebrate.” 
He spoke of the day as bringing be­ 
fore 
the people 
a character and 
an 
event, both 
religious. 
The character, 
St. Patrick, and the event, the religious 
change of Ireland from Paganism to 
Christianity. 
The 
day 
suggested 
a 
priesthood and an apostolate, the birth 
of the Irish race to tho Christian tai t h 
through the Christian priest, and 
til* 
apostolic 
mission 
which 
tho 
people 
assumed to the world. 
" lo y a lty to religion and loyalty to 
nationhood are twin sentim ents 'n the 
Irish heart, and can never be separat­ 
ed. For 1500 years the Irish have gone 
through the world singing of 
Bet hi* 
hem, and Calvary and the Resurrec­ 
tion. 
The 
Irish have ever been tin 
champions of the highest type of C ath­ 
olicity, being developed into the ascet­ 
icism which has alw ays characterised 
the raee. especially during tile golden 
age of Ireland. 
"The purity of womanhood and the 
chastity of manhood have made the 
Irish home the consistent advocate of 
domestic virtues. 
Their love for the 
priesthood has astonished the world, 
which is Ignorant of 
the trials 
and 
persecutions when the 
priest 
alone 
stood faithfully by the people.” 
Bishop Conaty spoke of the mission­ 
ary character of the Irish, and dwelt 
upon the story of the exodus of 
the 
monks, w ho traversed Europe, estab­ 
lishing schools and 
monasteries, and 
said that second only to this was the 
exodus of the soldiers who, in the con­ 
tinental armies, fought the battle of 
religion against the nations in rebel­ 
lion wth the church. 
This missionary 
spirit has never been absent from the 
people, and is seen today In the num ­ 
ber of vocations which have made it 
possible for the church to do the work 
of God in the new countries. 
H e spoke 
of the debt which America owed to the 
lriah priesthood. 
"In all their wanderings the Irish 
exile has been true to the cross and 
the shamrock, true to the church and 
to Erin. In spite of persecution, which 
has not been exceeded in tile history of 
any civilized nation, the Irish still re­ 
main possessing 
the great traits of 
their 
great 
race. 
The Cromwellian 
code, the penal enactments of 
Eliza­ 
beth and William, led the English g ov ­ 
ernment to Hatter them selves that the 
Irish were nearly annihilated. 
"In the ships of 
their 
oppressors, 
and with the language of their oppress­ 
ors upon their lips. they have gone all 
over the world, bringing tile 
message 
of the children of God through religion 
and preserving in their hearts an un­ 
dying loyalty to their motherland and 
an unceasing protest against their op­ 
pressors 
“They have sown the seed of a world 
protest against the merciless rule 
of 
England. 
"Our motherland has been depopu­ 
lated but the world has been benefited. 
Honor and glory aud power have come 
to 
the Irish 
exile. 
His heart ever 
turns to his native land, and especial­ 
ly on 
days like 
this, 
when 
religion 
prompts him to gratitude for till that 
Erin m eans to him. 
"Out hearts 
go out in loving sy m ­ 
pathy to the 
people at home, uml our 
best energies are pledged to aid them 
in 
the battle for their rights. Though 
at times the 
struggle seem s hopeless, 
yet the Irish heart never loses courage, 
for It still loves to think of Erin free, 
and hopes and prays for that result. 
"The underlying principle iii all the 
recent m ovem ents for Ireland hus been 
to root the Irish people in the soil, to 
relieve 
the desert parts that are con­ 
gested and place the people upon 
the 
lands now used for the raising of cat­ 
tle. W ithout a living interest In 
the 
land that gave them birth, it will be 
impossible to retain the few now liv­ 
ing 
in Ireland. 
T. W. R ussell’*) con- 
veraion to the compulsory purchase of 
the land Is an evidence of the rising 
tide toward the bettering of the land 
conditions. 
“Loyalty in unity should he our mot­ 
to. Unite 
to conquer. 
The 
people 
are roused to .a new' battle; 
our duty 
is to aid 
them. 
For 
several 
years 
there have been 
serious divisions in 
Ireland, while here in America then1 
was 
unity. 
Now 
Ireland 
is united, 
we must 
not divide. 
Differences 
or 
opinions should 
sink before the 
in­ 
terests of 
the cause. 
Our duty as 
Americans is to ald the movement of 
tfhe people of Ireland, not dictate the 
movement to them. 
“In Ireland's helpless condition the 
only effective 
good that seems within 
our reach is by union in what has been 


called constitutional agitation. 
By it 
the land law s have been changed, the 
arrearages 
blotted 
out, 
tie- county 
councils 
established, and a home rule 
bill made the platform 
of the liberal 
party. 
"That greater results GDI not follow 
w as due in large measure to the d ivi­ 
sions 
am ong the irish, ut horn* 
and 
abroad. 
Her enemies 
know how 
to 
create divisions, and they know better 
still how 
to use divisions against 
the 
interests of Ireland. 
"Apathy, indifference and 
especially 
opposition 
to the 
present 
movement, 
will be made to do service against 
all 
Irish demands. 
In God's name, and 
for Grin, let us rally again, 
to show to 
the 
world that the children of Ireland 
throughout the world are one with the 
people at 
home; that the race is still 
proud to call itself 
Otic in name 
And one In fame, 
The sea divided Gael.”

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BLONDIN TRIAL 


May Take Place in Suf­ 
folk County 


By Associated Pre*s to The Sun 
BOSTON, 
March 
IS.—Blood 
stains 
which it was believed were on a car­ 
pet taken from the room a t 43 Green 
street, occupied by 
Joseph 
Wilfred 
Biondin and his wife before the body 
of the latter was found in the woods at 
Chelmsford, do not exist, in the opin­ 
ion of Prof. Wood, H arv ard ’s expert, 
who has been examining the carpet for 
the police. 
He has not completed his 
examination, but he has got far enough 
along with it to feel justified in telling 
the police th at he will not find 
a n y ­ 
thing to aid them 
in 
proving 
their 
theory th a t Mrs. Biondin 
was 
m u r­ 
dered in the Green street room. 
He has reported positively th a t there 
are no signs of blood on some shavings 
which were taken from the floor of 
the Green street room. 
Despite the result of 
Prof. WTood’s 
examination, the state police and most 
of the city officers who have been work­ 
ing on the case are satisfied they have 
more than enough circum stantial evi­ 
dence to show th a t Mrs. Biondin was 
murdered in the Green 
street 
house 
and her body carried in a trunk to the 
spot in Chelmsford where it was found, 
and probably Biondin will be tried for 
m urder in Suffolk county, instead of 
in Middlesex, in which county an in­ 
dictment was found 
against 
him, so 
that he 
could be 
brought from 
New 
York, where he was arrested. 
Home day next week Biondin will a p ­ 
pear in court a t Cambridge to answer 
to the indictment, and will 
then 
go 
back to Cambridge Jail to wait until it 
is definitely decided where he will be 
tried. 
His counsel, Mr. Morrison, is in : 
New Jersey, and until he is heard from i 
it will not be known w hat day Biondin j 
will plead to the indictment. 
Biondin does not talk with the jail 
officials about the crime with which 
he is charged, and he had very little 
to say to State Officers Fred A. Rhodes 
and W. H. Proctor, who brought him 
from New York on the Joy line steam ­ 
er Old Dominion. 
He* told them th at 
he did not kill his wife and 
that he 
has no 
knowledge 
abodt 
it. 
other 
'than w hat he has seen in the new s­ 
papers ami been told. 
He left Boston, he says, because he 
feared th at he would be arrested and 
be unable to prove his innocence, and 
went from here to Fall River. 
From 
there he went to 
New 
York, and 
a 
short time after his arrival became a 
fireman on 
the 
steam er Trave, and 
made a trip to Italy and back. 
He 
became so seasick and had such diffi­ 
culty in m aking himself understool by 
the Italian crew that he left the ste am ­ 
er as soon as she got 
back to New 
York, and went to White Plains, N- Y., 
and became a farm hand. 
From there 
he retained 
to 
New 
York, and made the m istake of w alk­ 
ing into 
police 
headquarters, which 
cost him his liberty. 
Biondin told the officers that he did 
not even attem pt to go to Canada, but 


he Insinuates that he 
knew 
of 
the 
search that was being made for him 
through Quebec. 
Ile denies the story he told Capt. T i­ 
tus of the New York detective bureau 
that he suspected a man, who, he said, 
had been Intimate with his wife, caus­ 
ing her death. 
He does not remember, 
he says now, th a t he ever told such a 
story. 
It is said that he has made several 
admissions to the state police which, 
they think, will ald them in their case. 
The state and city departm ents have 
men at work, who hope 
to 
unearth 
something which will enable them to 
show th a t Mrs. Biondin was choked to 
death in the room on Green street.

Emergency hospital, lo­ 
cated In Gorham street Just below St. 
P eter’s church, was established in this 
city a year ago 
last A ugust and ever 
since its success has 
been phenom e­ 
nal; in fnet, the policy of the hospital 
has been such that success was a cer­ 
tainty from the beginning. 
Since its establishm ent in our city, 
is,832 out patients have been attended 
to and 99 surgical cases cared for. 
Of 
this whole num ber there have been 
but five deaths. 
Of these cases, 9.629 
have been cared for since last August, 
which shows that the work of Hie in­ 
stitution is growing constantly. 
There are on an average 50 patients 
a day attended to at the hospital, and 
scarcely a day passes th at there are 
not several accident cases Bent there 
for 
treatm ent. 
The wonder is how 
Lowell managed so long as it did w ith­ 
out the now Indispensable work which 
is done ut the Em ergency hospital. 
Many prominent people and organi­ 
zations in the city have sent letters to 
the m anagers of the hospital testify­ 
ing to their appreciation of the work 
done there and no one siieuka of 
the 
work but in praise. 
The hospital building is not so large 
as it should be for Its work, but it is 
larger than it appears to be from Gor­ 
ham street; the rooms 
extend 
back 
some distance and 
in 
the 
building 
there are two wards, six beds, bu up- 
to-date dispensary, reception room and 
office, operating room, private 
a p a rt­ 
ments for tile inmates, besides kitchen, 
dining rooms, etc. 
In time, when the 
membership will permit, the m an ag ­ 
ers will enlarge their work and larger 
quarters will be secured. 
The hospital has been furnished with 
many needed improvements during the 
past year; it is furnished with electric 
lights, and with all necessary ap p a ra­ 
tus for operating. 
At the head of each

tendant When needed. 
The hospital is prepared to attend to 
the most delicate surgical cases 
and 
among cases treated there have 
been 
severe fractures of the 
skull, broken 
limbs, 
Injured eyes and 
innumerable 
accident cases. Ordinary eases receive 
careful treatm ent and the value of the 
work is coming to be more and more 
appreciated 
by the people of Lowell, 
especially 
the 
working 
people 
for 
whose benefit it was prim arily started. 
The terms of m embership are such 
that they are within reach of the poor­ 
est citizen 
and such tliut no working 
person 
can really afford not to be

member. There are now between 8000 
and 9000 members rind there should be 
m any times th a t number.

Issues to men, women 
and children a non-transfers hie certi­ 
ficate for one dollar which entitles the

little above cost. Tin- hospital is open 
day and night, Sundays and holidays;

There are 
constantly present skilled 
physicians 
and surgeons of long standing hospital 
experience, trained nuns* s and assist­ 
ants. 
In accident case* patients are 
allowed bed treatm ent free if certifi­
